When the air brake on the only 


engine of the East Berlin Railroad 
refused to work Tuesday evening 
about five o'clock, as the train was 
pulling into East Berlin from Berlin 
Junction, the three loaded box cars 
pushed the engine through the en- 
gine house and off the end of the 
switch which is not provided with a 
bumper. The engine is now imbed- 
ded in three or four feet of mud, and 
although it is not believed that it is 
greatly damaged this cannot be de- 
termined until it is extricated.

with almost every other "bad boy," 
was that his imagination and dyna- 
mic cnegrics had never been provid- 
ed with proper channels. As a con- 
sequence. they "backed up" and made 
a swamp full of evil growths. The 
cadet 
\vork gave "Brickie" these 


necessary channels, and his stagnan- 
cies drained off until his whole being 
ran sweet and clean. 


His methods, to be sure, were a 


trifle summary. If a squad member 
didn't quit cigarettes and the other 
things that made for physical unfit- 
ness, "Brickie" gave him a trouncing. 
But his interest was the interest of 
the squad, and day by day he poured 
the fire of his own enthusiasm into 
the other seven until every one of 
them stood as fine and strong as 
"Brickie" himself. 


Another tremendous benefit lies in 


the complete elimination of class dis- 
tinction and caste lines. 
Snpbbery 


finds it impossible to live in the 
democratic atmosphere of the cadet 
corps, for just as every squad has its 
weak and strong so it is made up of 
the rich and the poor, the Fauntle- 
roys and the Smikes. 
A feature of 


the cadet year is the parties given by 
the sponsor, and it may be the case 
that the sponsor is a banker's daugh- 
ter, and the squad leader the son of 
a miner. 


Another 
democratizing influence 


lies in the entertainment arrange- 
ments during the intercity tourna- 
ments. The boys and the sponsors 
are not sent to hotels, but are bilht- 
ed on the members of the local corps. 
As a consequence the car conduc- 
tor's son may be the guest in the 
home of the car conductor's presi- 
dent. or the son of a magnate may 
be occupying the spare room in the 
cottage of a workman. The time to 
sow the seeds of democracy is in 
youth, before prejudices have had a 
chance to harden. 


A by-product of this system, by the 


way. is good breeding. 
No squad. 


when attending a party or visiting 
away from home, wants to be dis- 
graced by a ""rough neck." Lessons 
in deportment that would be resisted 
and derided if they came from adults 
are heeded when they proceed from 
squad pride. 


The very selection of squad lead- 


ers is in itself a training in citizen- 
ship. At the beginning of each year 
an election is held by secret ballot. 
At the start boy politics exercised a 
dominant influence, and many ineffi- 
cients were chosen because of per- 
sonal popularity or social standing. 
It was soon seen that an inefficient 
leader meant an inefficient squad. 
and each succeeding election witness- 
ed an increase in the intellig_ent vot- 
ing that is based on the merit of the 
candidate rather than his personal- 
ity. To-day the one thing that counts 
in a cadet election is the ability to 
deliver the goods. 


Tim, for example, was a lad who 


reached up from one of the dark 
holes of the world and caught the 
bottom rung of life's ladder. 
He 


started to climb, and at the time he 
entered the high school he was pa\-- 
ing his way by all sorts of janitor 
work. The very courage that carried 
this boy over obstacles was the cour- 
age that wins out in cadet work, and 
there came an election when the 
votes of well-to-do boys named the 
young 
leader.

The most careful inquiry in Wy- 


oming fails to reveal the slightest 
foundation for the fear that inilitary 
instruction will irresistibly 
incline 


the juvenile mind to martial pursuits. 
The four years of cadet work in the 
high school seems to satisfy the mili- 
tary desire of the normal boy. This 
is borne out by the experience of 
Boston, where compulsory military 
tralnmg in the schools has been in 
effect for 50 years, ihe percentage 
of enlistment in the United States 
Army from Boston and its six su- 
burbs is one-half of i per cent., the 
lowest in the United States. 


The large emphasis of this article 


has been placed upon the civic ideals 
of the Wyoming idea because it is 
from this direction that attack comes 
principally. But the results obtained 
constitute an answer not only to the 
''professional" pacifist, but also to 
the "professional" militarist who re- 
mains wedded to the obsession of a 
standing army. 
Competent defend- 


ers are made as well as intelligent 


tion, contained in the scheme of a 
national reserve, is .solved by the 


i-y summer camps that are an in- 


tegral part 
of the regular cadet 


work. As they fall during the vaca- 
tion period the district officer would 
merely transfer his activities from 
the school to the open for the three 
month-; of June. July, and August. 


Two weeks would serve the needs 


01 the school-going cadet, but gradu- 
ate* would remain the 
full three 


months in order to gain the coordi- 
nation suggested by Gen. Wood. For 
the next 2 years these graduates 
need report only for 2 weeks, and for 
the following 3 years, w days a year. 
Six years of it—from 19 to 25, sav— 
\yithout interrupting the business'of 
life, and then inclusion in the great 
trained national-reserve force ready 
for^any exigency of national peril. 


The War Department is already 


committed to the policy of supplying 
these camps with all nesecsary eq'uip- 
ment. as well as the necessary in- 
structpre and the personnel for the 
organization 
and 
maintenance of 


camp-wagon 
transports, 
medical 
care, and sanitation. 


Here, then, is a plan that has stood 


the test of five years of practice—a 
plan based upon voluntary action, 
without suspicion of militarism, and 
admittedly prductive of better citi- 
zens _as_well as fit defenders. 


It is in this very absence of com- 


pulsion that the inherent weakness 
of the scheme.is found. To be forc- 
ed to_wait on'the voluntary action of 
individual school boards is to put the 
entire problem of national defense 
at the mercy of the community. Nor 
will it suffice to assume that the suc- 
cess of the plan will lead inevitably 
to its universal spread. 


_Education is the imperative need 


of democracy, and no principle is 
more firmh" established than com- 
pulsory school laws: yet even to-day 
four States are without such laws, 
poisoning the wells of progress with 
their high percentages of illiteracy. 
If Commonwealths can not be trust- 
ed to appreciate an obvious necessity 
like education, may more patriotic 
answers be expected from localities 
in the_more or less abstract matter 
of national defense. 


To_ realize its full possibilities, the 


training of citizen soldiers must be 
universal, and this means such meas- 
ure of Jrederal authority as will bring 
even the most backward community 
into line. The very fact that only 5 
per cent, of the 16.000.000 grade- 
school pupils ever enter high school 
forces home the conclusion that the 
system of military instruction must 
embrace the upper grades of the 
ward schools. 


There is no validity in the outcry 


against compulsion. It is one of those 
"bogey"' words that arise at regular 
intervals to befuddle and retard. As 
applied to the business of national 
defense, it is no more undemocratic 
than the compulsion laws, or in the 
very criminal code itself.' In its es- 
sence it is not compulsion at all, but 
merely majority enforcement of such 
action as majority agreement-deems 
necessary for the advancement and 
protection of the Nation, the State, 
the city, and the individual.

When ajl is said and done, the chief 
value of the Wyoming experiment is 
its positive proof that such training 
can be given with advantage to de- 
mocracy, and without hurt to the in- 
dividual, to the community, or to 
free institutions.

every municipality in Wyoming has 
either given its high school over to 
the cadet idea or is building a gym- 
nasium by way of preparation for it, 
and contiguous sections of Montana 
and Nebraska are asking for_Steever. 


In February 1915, the first mtercity 


cadet tournament was held in Chej'- 
enne. Casper sent one squad, Lara- 
mie two, Cheyenne entered three, 
and not even the famous frontier 
days caused larger measure of excite- 
ment in Wyoming. To the amaze- 
ment of all but its devoted support- 
ers, the Casper squad raced away 
with the gold medals, hanging up the 
remarkable time in eight seconds in 
wall-scaling competition. 
It was a 


victory thai: enabled Lieut. Steever to 
point "a smashing moral. The ages 
of the Casper squad ranged from 12 
to 18. but not a youngster of the 
eight had ever touched tobacco in 
any form or been a victim to any 
evil habit. 


The lesson was not allowed to lose 


its vividness. In May. 1915, a second 
intercity tournament was held, this 
time with Rawlins added to the list, 
and again the Casper squad carried 
off first honors. Wall scaling calls 
for five trials, and three times that 
gallant little eight did the _trick in 
six and one-fifth seconds, a fourth in 
six and three-fifths, and the fifth 
run in six and four-fifths. Think of 
it! A 15-foot dash, a wall 8 feet 4 
inches in height, each youngster with 
a heavy rifle in his hands, and the 
eight of them piling over in six and 
one-fifth seconds! 


Is it any wonder that of the four- 


year boys in the Wyoming 
high 


schools only 5 out of every 25 have 
less than 40-inch chests?

What Admiral Sturdee, whom the

came in sight of Von Spec ho could 
not get away with his inferior speed, 
and he had to light. Sturdee's sr.pc- 
rior speed and superior range mount 
that whenever the Germans came 
within reach of him he stood, off a lit- 
tJe farther, while he kept up his blast 
of twelve inch shells, and the Ger- 
man's eight inch fell short. 


Practically the Germans might as 


well have aimed their guns in the op- 
posite direction. Their desperate cour- 
age and persistence in going down 
with colors flying was in keeping 
with that of Cradock. but it served no 
end. Ghastly carnage and destruction 
reigned in the Gneisenau and Scharn- 
horst, while the Inflexible and Invinci- 
ble were steaming along almost as 
comfortably as at a battle practice, 
for a shell that, falls 100 yards short is 
as futile as one that falls 5.000. and 
three knots are enough to enable you 
to hang on to your enemy until you 
have finished him. As fit for action 
when the battle wiis over as 'when it 
began, the Invincible and- Inflexible 
steamed back home across the Atlantic
